Five Creston Hunters Charged 
Under Alberta Game Act 


Five Creston hunters are “flam¬ 
ing mad” over the inepitude of 
the Alberta game department who 
failed to properly inform them of 
the necessary export permits re¬ 
quired to bring game birds into 
British Columbia. 

Charged are: 

D. Dressel with attempting to 
export birds into B.C.; Niel Roth 
with unlawfully exporting birds in¬ 
to B.C.; Douglas Kinney with hav¬ 
ing no export permit; Vern Wright 
not having a permit. 

All local hunters were stopped 
by Canadian Wildlife officials in 
the province of Alberta near the 
B.C. border. 

No Information 

Douglas Kinney said he and his 
party wrote Alberta officials and 
received by registered mail the 
huting licences and papers to 
hunt in Alberta but no information 
relative to the necessity of an ex¬ 
port permit was included. Most 
B.C. hunters who are acquainted 
with “export permits” interpret 
them as game going into the USA 
or some foreign country. 

The Creston hunters were return¬ 
ing in separate parties following 
a hunt at Carmanguay, Alberta. 
All hunters interviewed said they 
were unaware of the export permit 
which is a free document. 

As a result of their being charg¬ 
ed, all volunteered to return to 
Lethbridge, Alberta where the ex¬ 
port licence could be obtained but 
were refused. All guns and game 
were confiscated and the charges 
laid. Court will be held in Blair¬ 
more, Alberta. 

Mr. Kinney feels that if an ex¬ 
port permit is required same should 
have been issued with licence or 
a special note relative to an export 
licence issued. 

As Mr. Kinney pointed out — 
they voluntarily stopped at the 
game station and no game cros¬ 
sed the Alberta-B.C. boundary. 

Teachers 
Waiting On 
Conciliation 

A conciliation board has failed 
to effect a settlement in the dis¬ 
pute between the teachers and 
trustees of rural southern Alberta. 

The board has reconvened in 
Lethbridge after a week’s recess 
in an attempt to settle the dispute, 
but was unable to find' a solution 
acceptable to both parties. 

The next step will be for the 
conciliation board to write an 
award which teachers and trustees 
will vote on, supervised by the 
Board of Industrial Relations. 

Although the usual period for 
handing down an award is two 
weeks, both sides have agreed to 
extend the deadline to midnight 
October 31. 

The issues Still indispute are the 
length of the agreement, salaries, 
principals’ allowances, payment 
for partial years of education, and 
payment of premiums for Alberta 
Health Care and Blue Cross.

Newspapermen have to live with the certainty that every story quoting 
an expert as saying something is “true,” will sooner or later he contradicted 
by another story, with an expert declaring who’s discovered it’s false. 

Most of these experts are university professors who’s only .method of 
gaining notoriety and making the news is to utter some profound philosophy. 
Then there are those professors who contradict the issues. 

Others fall in the field of questionable professional economists, research 
and medical men, who venture out of their jsphere of healing the sick and 
“lay” politicians, who become experts the day after they are elected. 

Editors and newspaper readers must accept these mind-bogglers with 
the same equanimity that they face the growing list of {jood things in life that 
are found to be bad for them, if not cancer-producing. 

But there ought to be a limit. 

A story in a newspaper recently quoted an expert as having discovered 
the ultimate course of a disease is unaffected by the stage at which it is dis¬ 
covered. In other words, an ounce of prevention is not, after all, worth a 
pound of cure. 

In our opinion, this time they’ve gone too far. Without waiting for the 
inevitable further expert to contradict the story, we (reject it out of hand. 

These experts must be stopped in their insidious drive to turn every¬ 
thing upside down. Why, the next thing they’ll try is to convince us that the 
truth in these matters isn’t somewhere in between, but somewhere but there 
where nobody’s been yet, let alone contradicted.
